We realized 
that Korea and southern Manchuria 
were a long way off from St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow and that Russia 
would be unable to maintain an army 
of any great size ill either of these two 
countries unless '•he could keep them 
supplied with ammunition, equipment 
and provisions from one of the Siberian 
or Manchurian ports. 
It is claimed 


now that Russia has 200,000 men at 
the front. Think, then, how much pro- 
vision is necessary, particularly in win- 
ter weather, to protect such an army 
trom cold and hunger and disease. If 
Russia can maintain this army she 
must exert every energy and every fa- 
cility. 


"If she attempts to increase this 


army she will decrease her chances of 
victory, because more than 200,000 men 
cannot be supplied by the transconti- 
nental railroad. 


'•Then, too, the Chinese natives in 


Manchuria are-i-est!ess and have open- 
ly avowed their friendship for Japan. 
It would not take such a great force to 
attack that railroad guard at some fa- 
vorable point and destroy more track 
in an hour than Russia could repair in 
a week.

;incii'.natl, the provision relative to 
olding up a decree for three mouths 
as stricken from the bill. "As piisi^w1 


amends the divorce laws scv that the 


ourt may name a lawyer to assist in 
robing the defense. It is said that in 
lany cases man and wife enter into 
olliibion to secure a divorce, and it is 
rgued that the Heinlein law will ob- 
iate such troubles in the future. 
When Senator Cassatt amended the 
ill so as to cut out the provision hold- 
ng up the decree he so changed the 
iw that it wholly prevented the grant- 
ig of divorces. This was not Jiscov- 
'ed until after the bill was pas&ed, 
t was necessary to re-consider the 
ote and re-amend the law. 
A bill by Senator Houck, of Mt. Ver- 
on, which passed the Senate, is a 
ong step in advance in the marriage 
roblem. This bill says that habitual 
runkards, imbiciles, epileptics and in- 
ane persons shall be refused a license 
o wed, and, farther, if either of the 
ontracting parties is under the in- 
uence of intoxicants 
or 
narcotics 


when they apply for a license he or 
he is to be refused the court's per- 
iission to marry. 
If the Houck bill is passed by the 


:louse~it will mean that thp- "license 
Business of Probate Courts will be 
reatly changed. The blanks now used 
vill have to carry questions that will 
iiclude the feature of the Houck bill.

in the Green IMe and among its de- 
scendants in thin country. And may 
we not also hope that with the restora- 
tion of the anueut Gaelic language 
Ireland may be restored to its pristine 
glory and again take its proud place 
among the nations of the earth? 


The literary reuval which gives this 


promise took definite form in 1893, 
when was organized in Dublin the 
Gaelic league, wbobe purposes were de- 
fined to be: 


First—The preservation of Irish a 


the national language of Ireland and 
its extension as a spoken tongue. 


Second.—The publication of existing 


Gaelic literature and the cultivation of 
modern literature iu Irish. 


In the pursuance of its first named 


purpose the few scholars of the Gaelic 
language and literature gathered about 
the University of Dublin began a vig 
orous campaign for tbe preservation of 
the ancient tongue among those by 
whom it was still used, urging them to 
keep alive the yet remaining spark of 
the literary light -nkicli once burned 
so brightly. 
The work, therefore, of 


the Gaelic league was at first mainly 
confined to the so called "Irish speak- 
ing districts," which, roughly, embrace 
the portions of the island lying along 
1_he coasts north, vrest .'.ncl south from 
Donegal to Waterford. They contain 
the finest scenery in Ireland, and their 
inhabitants are as pure Gaels as are 
extant, being in some places, like the 
Arran islands, wholly unmixed. It is 
fairly estimated that one-fifth of the 
people of Ireland still speak the old 
Gaelic tongue with greater or less flu- 
ency, but it is most frequently heard 
in Donegal /amd Gal way, in Sligo, 
Mayo, Cork, Kerry, Clare and, most 
of all, in the Isle of Arran. In these 
sections, which may be termed the 
core of Gaeldom—sections which have 
most tenaciously clung to the tradi- 
tions of the old days of Ireland's inde- 
pendence and most stoutly resisted 
British innovations—tbe efforts of the

Gaelic league met with a quick and 
enthusiastic response from the Irish 
speaking people, and thus was begun 
a Gaelic revival, which ia spreading 
with wonderful rapidity throughout 
the land. Never bas the dying tongue 
of a people been resuscitated so quick- 
ly. Until a few years ago the landed 
gentry and nobility of Ireland almost 
without exception took pride in not 
knowing tbe language of their country, 
anfi its use was confined to the peas- 
antry and a few scholars of the nn- 
c|ent literature. No* everybody from 
the duke to the laborer has taken up 
Gaelic, nnd it i? popular alike in castle 
and cottage. Branches of t:ie parent 
eague are being established every- 
where throughout the island, and the 
Study of the ai:'-ient language and its 
iterature is taken up with such en- 
thusiasm as to ?timuiate the hope that 
the Gaelic tonc'ie may yet resume its 
once honored jii.ice in history aud let- 
ters.

Though large- 
ly fragmentary and disconnected, tlic 
literature ol ancient Gael is astonish- 
ingly rich and abundant. 
Hundreds 


of manuscripts, written in tbe days 
when the lamp of Europe's learning 
was kept burning only In "the little 
isle of the west," are stored In Trinity 
c-ollpcre, Dublin, and in museums and 
libraries 
eNov.-liere throughout 'tbe 


world. They wore a labor of love on 
the part of the old monks, and the illu- 
mination and chirography of some of 
them are veritable works of art. 


Dividing early Irish literature rough- 


ly Into two main groups, the proso tale 
and the lyrical poetry, Gaelic students 
maintain that there still exist in manu- 
scripts of various ages about 3UO tales, 
of which only about 150 have been 
translated and printed, while a manu- 
script catalogue Jn tbe library of the 
Royal Irish academy enumerates the 
initial lines of yearly 7,500 poems still 
preserved. It is true that many of 
those tales and poems are known to 
the modem student only in late copies, 
but these often reach back in an un- 
broken chain to very early originals, 
so that it sometimes happens that a 
poem originally composed in tbe eiglith 
century bad been preserved only in a 
seventeenth century manuscripts. Oth- 
ers are clearly tbe productions of re- 
cent times, being merely modern set- 
tings of stories told and retold in Ire- 
land for centuries. 


In the prose tales there is embalmed 


a vast mass of legendary lore of a 
character mythological, heroic, semi- 
historical and romantic. These tales 
were learned by heart and recited by 
generations of professional story tell- 
ers and were later written down and 
preserved by the scribes of the monas- 
teries. The oldest'of them carry the 
student back to a pre-Christian period 
and give a picture of life in Ireland at 
a time antedating the advent of St. 
Patrick, who preached in the Gaelic 
tongue. 


The literary merit of tbese ancient 


productions lias been dwelt on by many 
critics, both favorably nnd otherwise, 
and their art, pathos, dignity, purity 
and humor abundantly shown. No one 
who bas delved into Gaelic literature 
even cursorily will deny the high de- 
gree of technical finish and tbe rare 
gift of narrative displayed. It is a 
world of barbaric grandeur, of unend- 
ing strife, to which tbe earliest tales 
transport us, but also a world of noble 
though rugged ideals of chivalry, bon- 
or, loyalty and love, of picturesque Qg-j 
urcs and scenes and a world witlial 
over which fancy has spread its wings. 
Nor is there any lack of themes of 
perennial interest to humanity—tbe 
struggles of the individual with his 
passions or against tbe trammels of 
the law, social conventions or against 
fate itself; conflicts of love and duty, 
of friendship and loyalty. If there is 
one trait which distinguishes this early 
literature from that of other nations in 
a similar stage -of development, it is 
the type of womanhood revealed in it 


"As it belonged to Celtic romance," 


says a prominent Irish writes:., "to im- 
pose upon the mind of Eure£'* a new 
type and ideal of womanhood, the type 
of Iseult and Elaine, of Guinevere 
and Enid, so it belonged to Ireland to 
create some of the earliest love tales 
of western Europe, the love tales of 
Dcirdre and Emer, of Etaine and 
Graiune." 


The love tales of Ireland arc not only 


among the most ancient of Europe, 


reprewents tbe cheerful, buoyant, hope 
ful spirit of the Irish nice which has 
survived the persecution and repression 
of centuries,. Some of the old Gaelic 
songs, such, for instance, as "Aileeu 
Aroon," have been heard in Ireland for 
a thousand years. 


While Jie specimens of Gaelic liter- 


ature yet extant have been and will 
continue to be studied by generations 
of historians, folklorlsts and arcli:eol- 
ogists, it is their literary and human 
qualities which cause them to live in 
popular favor. They await the band of 
the artist, the poet aud painter, whom 
the present Gaelic revival may de- 
velop, and when thus interpreted it 
is not unlikely that tbe world's liter- 
ature may once again be influenced by 
Celtic genius, as it was in the twelfth 
aud thirteenth centuries.
